T he C hinese Q uestion. 
W ashington, M arch liith.—A t th e m eet­ 
ing of the H ouse Foreign Affairs C om m it­ 
tee, th is m orning, th e subject of auti-Chi- 
nese legislation was given the tim e of the 
entire session. T he com m ittee had decided 
th at it any bill was to he reported to the 
H ouse for favorable action, it w ould be th at 
offered by R epresentative M orrow, of Cali­ 
fornia. 
A m ajority of th e sub-com m ittee, 
w hich bad active investigation o f tlie m ai­ 
ler 
Messrs. Cox o f N orth Carolina and 
M cCreary of 
lventucky — had reported 
strongly in favor of the' Morrow hilt, but 
Rice o f M assachusetts, the oilier m em ­ 
ber 
of 
the 
sub-com m ittee, 
m ade a 
m inority 
report, 
holding 
th a t 
both 
the 
tw o year c rtiticate 
clause 
and 
the 
tw enty 
year 
extension 
clause 
w ere in violation of the existing treatv 
stipulations. 
These reports were both tel­ 
egraphed in full by your correspondent 
on T hursday night last, and w hen the 
com m ittee m et to-day there w as consider­ 
able dissatisfaction 
expressed 
by your 
m em bers a t the publication of th e reports, 
w hich they claim ed w ere for the use of 
the com m ittee, and not for tlie inform ation 
of the public. 
R epresentative H enley ap ­ 
peared before th e com m ittee this m orning 
and argued at length in behalf of the Mor­ 
row bill. 
H e said that the people of the 
East had no conception o f th e baneful in- 
lluences o f Chinese im m igration or the 
necessity 
for 
additional 
restriction 
m easures 
in 
regard 
to 
it. 
P ersonally 
he 
was in 
favor 
o f 
th e abrogation 
of all th e treaties, b u t as it was not deemed 
advisable at present, he wanted the Mor­ 
row bill passed, as th at w ould afford a 
m easure o f relief. 
H e said the people of 
th e Paeitic coast were unanim ous in their 
dem and for som e legislation upon this sub­ 
ject, and th at Mr. M orrow had prepared 
his bill w ith the greatest care, and after 
not only diligent study of the Chinese 
question, but after consultation w ith the 
legal talent in California. 
H e closed w ith

appeal 
to 
th e 
com ­ 
m ittee 
to 
do 
justice 
to 
th e 
peo­ 
ple

represented, 
an d 
who 
recom m ended the passage of the Morrow 
bill. 
A fter Mr. n e n le y w ithdrew , the 
m em bers of th e com m ittee entered into an 
earnest discussion of the subject, speeches 
being m ade by Messrs. Rice, P helps Cox 
McCreary an d W orthington. 
Messrs’. Ricé 
and Phelps argued apon th e grounds set 
forth in the m inority report, that the pro­ 
visions of th e M orrow bill, w hich were in ­ 
tended to place additional restrictions upon 
Chinese im m igration, were violations of 
the existing treaty stipulations, and there­ 
fore ought not to he considered, while the 
rem aining provisions were of 
too 
tri­ 
fling 
a 
character 
to 
take 
up 
the 
tim e of the com m ittee or th e H ouse 
Messrs. Cox and M cCreary urged the im ­ 
m ediate consideration of the bill, believing 
th at th e people of the Tacitie coast were 
entitled to relief at the hands of Congress. 
As to the clause referred to being in viola­ 
tion of the existing treaty stipulations, they 
said they did not violate any treatv obliga'- 
tions, m ore th an did th e present R estriction 
Act, and if it was law ful to pass that Act 
there ought to be no objection to the M or­ 
row bill. 
Mr. \\ orthington referred to th e 
message sent by th e President in reference 
to indem nity for dam ages sustained bv 
C hinam en in the 
outbreaks th at have 
taken place, and thought th at this m atter 
should t.e considered before the subject of 
additional anti-C hinese legislation is de- 
culea upon.

This morning’s dispatches say that the 
President and Secretary of State both de­ 
clare themselves opposed to any anti- 
Chinese legislation by Congress. The plat­ 
form of the Democratic party on which 
these gentlemen rode into office reads: 
“ American civilization demands that against 
the immigration or importation of Mongolians 
f0 these shores, our gates he closed.” 
It would lie anti-Chinese legislation for 
Congress to abrogate or demand modifica­ 
tion of any and all treaties under which 
the Chinese gain admission. 
But Mr 
Cleveland and Mr. Bayard oppose any 
anti-t hiñese legislation, say the dispatches, 
and that their views have influenced the 
Committee on Foreign Relations to throttle 
the Morrow bill. 
July 7, 1798, Congress, by Act, declared 
abrogated and set aside, and of no more 
cited, ottr treaties with France. 
The 
law-givers and Courts hold that Congress 
possesses the power to abrogate or require 
rkodification of treaties. 
The Supreme 
(U urt of the U nited States, hv Justice 
Spwyno, helil that an Act of Congress may 
supersede a prior treaty ; the Democratic 
1 latf rm declares that our gates should lie 
icAsed to Mongolians.

[San Francisco Post.] 
Mr. Henley’s resolution asking for an 
examination into the relations of the Gov­ 
ernm ent and the Pacific JiaUroada is to 
come up before the House day after to­ 
morrow. T h isiso n e o f man v attempts to 
bring up the subject of the litttnpanies' in ­ 
debtedness and press it to an issue. Some­ 
how the public is not so enth tiiastie about 
the matter as it was at one tim e supposed 
to be. 
W ith Eastern goods pouring into 
the State, and along with them Eastern 
drum mers to undersell local manufact­ 
urers and local dealers, our business men 
are beginning to look upon the old high 
rates as an important form of protection to 
home industries, and think that whether a 
tariff is paid to the Government against the 
cheap labor of Europe or a tariff to the 
railroads against cheap labor of the East, 
the effect is much the same. The anti­ 
monopolist finds his occupation all hut 
gone in these days of low cuts. Then our 
business men remember that it was the 
opposition of Mr. Henley and his following 
that prevented and still prevents the con­ 
tinuation of the California and Oregon 
Railroad, whose northern end is lost in 
some of the tunnels on the upper Sacra­ 
mento. The Northern Pacific meanwhile 
crept into one of our most valued markets, 
and Eastern men stole our trade, which, 
had the Oregon railroad been finished, we 
m ight have held against all the world. Mr. 
Henley’s railroad measures may be all 
right, but the times on this coast do not 
favor him in his efforts. 


G u a rd A g a in st F ra u d s. 
Under the above heading the San Fran­ 
cisco Post refers to the action of the Anti-

THE NICOLAUS CASE. 


FOISTS RAISED AS TO STATE ASD 


FEDERAL JURISDICTION. 


D isp a tc h e s fro m U n ited S ta te s Offi­ 
c ia ls —B o th S id e s o f th e C ase 
—H e a r in g T o-day. 


The case of the nineteen citizens of the 
little town of Nicolaus, charged with hav­ 
ing violated the laws of the United States 
in having driven the Chinese from their 
town, came up for hearing before United 
States Commissioner B. N. Bugbey, at his 
office in tbis city at 10 a. m. yesterday. The 
office of the Commissioner is in a room on 
the second floor of the Mike Bryte build­ 
ing, on the southwest corner of Seventh 
and J streets. In size it is about 10x12, and 
as most of the space is taken up by a large 
desk and a good-sized table, not more than 
half a dozen persons can get in the office at 
once. The witnesses, defendants and in­ 
terested parties, numbering in all upwards 
of 100, tilled the ball and stairway and the 
sidewalk in front of the building. The de­ 
fendants were represented by Grove L. 
Johnson and A. L. Hart, and the Gov­ 
ernm ent by A. C. Hinkson. 
C ounsel for defen d an ts h ad ap p lied to 
th e U n ited S tates C ircuit C o u rt a t San 
F ra n cisco for a w rit o f habeas corpus, 
w hicli cam e up before th e C ourt at II 
o’clock yesterday. 
T h e ir g ro u n d s for th e 
issuance o f th e w rit a re said to be th a t 
C ongress has no pow er to provide ag ain st 
offenses o f in d iv id u al citizens, as ag ain st 
each o ther, w hen those offenses a re co m ­ 
m itted w ith in th e ju risd ictio n o f th e S late, 
but. th a t, u n d er recen t am e n d m e n ts to th e 
C o n stitu tio n , co n ferrin g ad d itio n al ju r is ­ 
diction upon th e G o v ern m en t o f th e U n ited 
S tates, th e pow er o f C ongress is confined to 
th e correction o f S tate 
legislation a n d 
S tate action. 
A ll m a tte rs in v o lv in g th e 
co n d u ct o f citizens in th e ir in terco u rse 
w ith each o th e r are subject alo n e to re g u la ­ 
tion by th e S tates, an d are p ro p e r m atters 
o n ly for exercise o f th e police pow ers of 
th e S tates.

States, in so far as it creates offenses and 
imposes penalties, is in violation of thp 
Constitution of the United States, and an 
infringement of the rights of the several 
States and the people thereof. 
The Supreme Couit. in summing up 
their very lengthy decision, used the fol­ 
lowing language; 
“ It was never supposed that the section 
under consideration (5519) conferred on 
Congress the power to enact a law which 
would punish a private citizen for an in­ 
vasion of the rights of his fellow-cilizens, 
conferred by the State of which they were 
both residents on all its citizens alike. 
“ We have, therefore, been unable to 
find any constitutional authority for the 
enactment of Section 5519 of the Revised 
Statutes. 
The decisions of this Court, 
above referred to, leave no constitutional 
ground for the Act to stand on. 
“ The point, in reference to which the 
Judges of the Circuit Court were divided 
in opinion, must, therefore, be decided 
against the constitutionality of the law.” 
Late in the afternoon General H art re­ 
ceived the following telegram : 
S a n F r a n c is c o , March 16, 1886. 
A. L. Hart and Groce L Johnson, Sacramento : 
Judge Sawyer has given the Commissioner no 
instructions. He would deem it improper to in­ 
struct a judicial officer. He has called his at­ 
tention to the statute and decision under it. I 
thought it probable the Commissioner would 
dismiss on lieing informed that the section was 
unconstitutional. 
S. G. H ilb o r n . 
C. S. Attorney. 
“ Mr. H art, later in the day. called upon 
Commissioner Bughev, and demanded the 
discharge of the prisoners. Mr. Bugbey 
said he would not do that until after the 
case ba« been heard, or unless so ordered 
by J udce Sawyer. 
Mr. Hart says he intends to go before the 
Commissioner at 10 o'clock this morning, 
and demand the dismissal of the case. If 
the Commissioner does not comply with 
that demand, then the attorneys for the de­ 
fense will take them out on a writ of 
habeas corpus, returnable, probably, before 
one of the Judges of the Superior Court. 
As we understand the position of the 
counsel for the prisoners, they hold that 
the defendants should be at once dis­ 
charged, and that it is a wrong to have 
held them to this time. This, because the 
Act under which they are arrested has been 
declared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. That Federal 
authority has not the constitutional power 
to interfere, until ibe sovereign State ne­ 


glects to do, or by direct act refuses to 
do w hat it is bound to do—extend the 
equal protection of its laws to all persons 
guaranteed by law or treaty the protection 
of the laws of the land. That it is the 
right of the citizen to be heard before the 
Courts of his own State, and the alien 
assaulted by the 
citizen, 
m ust 
pro­ 
ceed 
against 
him 
in 
the 
ordinary 
Courts 
of 
the 
State. 
That 
he 
possesses no superior right to have all its 
issues adjudicated in Federal Courts. Were 
this so, they hold, the citizen who violates 
a State law affecting an alien would he de­ 
prived of the inviolable right to be heard 
before the Courts of his own State, and 
could be arrested anil carried away to' San 
1- rancisco before a Federal Court, where he 
might be unable to give bail or avail of the 
ordinary rights and privileges he would 
enjoy at home. So, too, if the alien offends 
against the law he could, according to this 
doctrine, compel the people to prosecute 
him in the Federal Courts, and snap his 
fingers at the State Courts, which, the de­ 
fendants hold, is too absurd to be for a 
m om ent entertained. Regarding the sixth 
section of tiie Burlingame treaty, they re­ 
spond tiiat it does not and cannot deprive 
the citizen of any right guaranteed him by 
the laws, nor give to an alien any greater 
right than the citizen enjoys. In short, 
that what the treaty guarantees to the Chi­ 
nam an is that the S'rates shall protect him. 
and that not until the State of California 
refuses or neglects to do so can he appeal 
to the Federal Government. 


t h e o t h e r s id e . 
The complaint drawn by Armstrong A 
H inkson charges that the defendants have 
violated Section 5519 of the Revised Stat­ 
utes of the United States. They hold that 
the statute, so far as the Chinese are con­ 
cerned, is constitutional. The Tennessee 
I case referred to was not a parallel case, 
t That was a case between citizens of the 
| State, and this is an issue between citizens 
j of California and aliens, subjects of the 
j Empire of China. Counsel for the prose- 
I cution are confident that the ease will lay, 
and that the indictm ent will be found 
sufficient. 
In conversation with a reporter last even­ 
ing Add. C. Hinkson, of counsel for the 
prosecution, said they relied not onlv upon 
the statute referred to, but also upon Ar­ 
ticle VI. of the Burlingame treaty, which 
is as follows : 
Article VI. Citizens of tiie United States visit­ 
ing or residing in China shall enjoy the same 
privileges, im m unities, or exem ption iu respect 
to travel or residence as may there be enjoyed 
by the citizens or subjects of the most favored 
nations. And, reciprocally. Chinese subjects 
visiting or residing m the United states shall 
enjoy the same privileges, im m unities and ex­ 
em ptions in respect to travel or residence as 
may there he enjoyed by the citizens or subjects 
ot the most favored nation, but nothing herein 
contained shall he held to confer naturalization 
ujkui citizens of the United States iu China, nor 
upon the subjects of China in the United States 


AN EMINENT JURIST’S OPINION. 
Mr. Hinkson, in support of his opinion, 
said : " Judge Deady, in the case of Baker 
vs. the city of Portland, Or., which was 
brought to enjoin the city from enforcing 
an Act of the Legislature to prohibit the 
the employment of Chinese laborers on the 
improvement of streets and public works 
in the Stale, said, in speaking of the Bur­ 
lingame treaty : 
‘ Until this treaty is 
abrogated or modified by the political de­ 
partm ent of the Government, it is the su­ 
preme law of the land, and the Courts are 
bound to enforce it fully and fairly. An 
honorable man keeps his own word under 
all circumstances, and an honorable na­ 
tion abides by its treaty obligations, even 
to its own disadvantage." The State cannot 
legislate so as to interfere with tire opera­ 
tion of this treaty, or limit or deny the 
privileges or immunities guaranteed by 
it 
to the 
Chinese residents 
in this 
country. 
if 
tire 
State 
can 
restrain 
and 
lim it 
the 
Chinese 
in 
tlreir 
labor and pursuits within its limits, it niav 
do the same by the subjects of Great Brit­ 
ain, France or Germany. Now, can it lie 
said, with any show of reason or fairness, 
that the treaty does not contemplate that 
the Chinese shall have the right to labor 
while in the United States? It impliedly 
recognizes their right to make this country 
their honre, and expressly permits them to 
become perm anent residents here; and 
this necessarily implies tiie right to live 
and to labor for a living. It is difficult to 
conceive a grosser case of keeping the word 
of promise to the ear and breaking it to the 
hope, than to invite Chinese to become 
perm anent residents of this country, upon 
a direct pledge lhat they shall enjoy all the 
privileges here of the most favored nations, 
and then to deliberately prevent them from 
earning a li ving, and thus m ake a professed 
right of residence a mere mockery and de­ 
ceit. The treaty furnishes the 'law, and 
with that treaty no State or municipal cor­ 
poration thereof can interfere.’ ”

BRIEF NOTES. 


R eceiv es U n d eserv e d C e n su re, a n d Show s 
S uch to b e th e C ase. 
A esterday Justice W illiam Henley re­ 
ceived tiie following letter from Mayor 
Brown : 
Sacramento, March 15,1886. 
ii iUiam limb'll, J. I'-, City of Sacramento: Hav­ 
ing received a w ritten com m unication from E 
11. McKee, City Auditor, that von have failed to 
report the am ount oi fees collected since the 
1st of February, 1886, you are herein- notified to 
appear before the Board of Trustees of the city 
of Sacram ento at 10 a. m. on Monday, March '22, 
1S86, and show cause w hy action under the law 
regulating such m atters should not be enforced.

Im m ediately upon the receipt of the 
above Justice Henley invited Auditor Mc­ 
Kee to his office and presented him with a 
copy of the following receipt, convincing 
Mr. McKee that he had been in error, and 
that the Justice had made his report in ac­ 
cordance with law : 
Sacramento, March 1,1886. 
Received of W illiam Henley. Justice ot the 
I’eace ot the city of Sacram ento, Í6 25, being 
Justice’s fees for the m onth ending Februry 2s, 
1SS6. 
J. N. P o rte r, City Treasurer, 
By Gerber, Deputy. 
The Justice then wrote a communication 
to the Board of Trustees, stating the fact 
of his liaving reported strictly in con­ 
formity with tire code. Section 103 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, which provides 
relative to Justices’ reports, reads as fol­ 
lows : 
“ All fees which are by law charge­ 
able for services rendered by'such Justices 
of the Peace in the cities aforesaid shall 
be by them respectively collected, and on 
the first Monday in each m onth every such 
Justice of the Peace shall make report, 
under oath, to th fc j’ity Treasurer, of the 
am ount of fees so by him collected, and 
pay the am ount so reported into the city 
treasury, to the credit of the general fund 
thereof.” Justice Henley states that it has 
been his custom to obtain two receipts 
from the Treasurer each month, in order 
to present one to the City A uditor; not be­ 
cause the law called upon him to do so. but 
as a matter of accommodation to that offi­ 
cial, and to save him the trouble of com­ 
municating with the Treasurer to gain the 
information. This month, through negli­ 
gence and forgetfulness, lie did not give the 
Auditor the receipt as usual, and his failure 
to do so led the Auditor to believe he liafl 
not made his monthly report. 


S u n d a y - s c h o o l 
C o n v e n tio n .—A large 
audience assembled at the Young Men's 
Christian Association rooms last evening 
to listen to the excellent address by Rev. 
Thomas Filben, on " Inspirations and Dis­ 
couragements of the W ork,” with which the 
session of the Sacramento County Sunday- 
school Association 
commenced.
